In  an  editorial  in  the  Florida 
Baptist  Witness  a  few  years  ago 
Editor  W.  Q.  Stracener  called  Va¬ 
cation  Bible  School  (VBS)  a  "very 
blessed  service.”  And  the  term  is

definite  part  of  the  educational 
program  of  the  church.  It  teaches 
missions,  stewardship,  the  love  of 
beautiful  music,  a  liking  for  whole¬ 
some  recreational  activities.  It 
teaches  the  Bible  and  its  message 
of  salvation.  Many  girls  and  boys 
are  converted  each  summer. 

In  one  rural  cburch  only  eight 
were  enrolled  in  the  Sunday 
School.  The  state  worker  who  came 
to  organize  and  teach  Bible  school 
there  one  summer  was  told  there 
wer§  little  prospects  for  more  than- 
five  or  six  at  the  Bible  School.  But 
the  children  came,  35  of  them,  some 
of  them 'walking  five  miles.  They 
were  hungry  for  the  Word  of  God, 
for  Christian  fun  and  fellowship. 
At  the  end  ol  ;ht.-  week  liner  of 
them  accepted  Christ  as  Saviour. 

In  a  similar  church  "the  pastor 
(who  had  received  fifty  cents  in 
pay  all  year)  took  children  to  Bible 
School  in  his  Model-T  Ford  each 
night  an  hour  before  revival  ser¬ 
vices  began.  Some  of  those  child¬ 
ren  dipped  snuff  and  smoked  and 
told  tales  of  parents  who  drank  and 
sold  "home-brew”  liquor.  They 
learned  for  the  first  time  that 
tobacco  and  whiskey  were  destroy¬ 
ers  of  the  human  body,  the  temple 
of  the  soul.  They  heard  the  story 
of  Jesus  and  listened  with  open 
hearts.  The  next  summer  they 
begged  for  another  Bible  school. 
Perhaps  this  didn't  happen  in  Mis¬

A  Good  Law 

According  to  Religious  New 
Service.  “Governor  Mil  ward  _L*_ 
Simpson  of  Wyoming  signed  into 
law  a  bill  repealing  tax  exemption 
heretofore  given  churches  and 
fraternal  organizations  on  property 
used  for  COMMERCIAL  purposes." 

Every  state  should  have  a  sim¬ 
ilar  law.  It  is  not  fair  for  church¬ 
es  to  own  commercial  property  and 
be  tax-exempt.  That  gives  them  an 
advantage  over  regular  business 
concerns  and  persons. 

Property  untaxed  can  be  rented 
for  less  than  taxed  property. 

We  believe  that  church  property 
used  for  church  purpose  should  be 
tax-exempt  because  they  are  non- 
profit  and  designed  to  do  good.  But 
the  very  minute  that  they  enter 
~  chtti  m  rrn  a  t  ~  frHri — thpv  yhorrid* 
be  subject  to  the  same  laws  as  are 
others. 

That  is  one  of  the  reasons  we, 
while  a  member  of  the  Convention 
Board,  voted  to  sell  the  Baptist 
Press  to  a  private  concern.  It  was 
not  fair,  for  the  Baptist  Record  to 
own  a  printing  plant  and  do  com¬ 
mercial  printing.  That  put  us  in 
competition  with  printers  all  over 
the  state.  They  paid  their  taxes  and 
we  paid  none.  Hence  we  could  un¬ 
derbid  them,  other  things  being 
equal,  because  we  paid  no  taxes. 
Of  course,  we  had  done  nothing  but 
print  the  Baptist  Record,  there 
would  have  been  no  objection,  for 
that  was  our  own  work.  But  to 
compete  with  regular  business  con¬ 
cerns  without  paying  taxes  as  they 
did  just  was  not  fair.

HOW  TO  MAKE  A  DART 
BOARD 

Draw  a  large  circle  on  a 
heavy  piece  of  cardboard.  Then 
draw  a  smaller  circle  in  the 
center.  Now  divide  the  outer 
circle  into  seven  parts... Color 
the  center  and  each  of  the  oth¬ 
er  sections  a  different  color 
with  crayons.  Mark  the  number 
of  each  part  with  a  black  cray¬ 
on,  as  shown  in  the  picture.  Cut 
pretty,  colored  pictures  of  eight 
different  animals  from  maga¬ 
zines  and  glue  on  the  hoard  as 
the  picture  shows. 

HOW  TO  MAKE  A  DART 

Clip  the  head  from  a  straight 
pin  and  push  the  blunt  end  into 
one  end  of  a  used  match  stem. 
Be  sure  that  the  pin  is  far 
enough  in  to  hold  firmly,  (ask 
Daddy  to  help  you  with  this.) 
Split  the  opposite  end  of  the 
match  stem  about  one-fourth 
inch.

Based 
on  total  contributions,  per  capi¬ 
ta  giving  was  $2  04  greater 
than  it  was  in  1953. 

More  Baptists  took  part  in 
soul-winning  during  1954  than 
they  did  the  two  years  before. 
It  took  20.6  Baptists  to  load 
one  person  to  Christ  last  year 
compared  with  21  8  in  1953  and 
21.5  in  1952. 

Gains  in  Sunday  School  en¬ 
rollment,  church,  membership, 
Vacation  Bible  School  enroll¬ 
ment,  Training  Union  enroll 
ment,  Brotherhood  member¬ 
ship,  and  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  membership  were  re¬ 
corded.
